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rinting By Typography 


Gutenberg Credited With 
Invention Of Movable Type 


For Letter-Press Printing 


A. L Mackenzie 


Last year, Australia issued their “‘Food Production” set, printed by 
letter-press. Letter-press (also known as typography) is the oldest of 
the three principal printing processes, the other two, intaglio and 
lithograph were written about in previous issues of Linn’s. 

Johann Gutenberg is popularly credited with the invention of letter 
press printing from movable type. The fact that some leading authori- 


ties dispute this claim is not material to this article. 
letter-press printing is 500 years old. 


Letter-press printing is the art of 
producing from an image cut in 
relief, that is, raised above its base. 
(Engraved prints from lines incised 
below the flat surface, while litho- 
graph transfers its design from the 
flat surface itself). The matter to 
be printed, say a letter ‘‘X’’ for 
example, was originally cut out of 
a piece of wood in relief. The 
image of the ‘‘X”’ standing in re- 
lief was then inked, paper was laid 
on top of it, pressure applied, and 
the result was that the ink from 
the surface of the letter was trans- 
ferred onto the paper. 

So it can be seen that letter-press 
printing is essentially a pressure 
process. In fact, this process re- 
quires the greatest pressure of all 
three processes. 

Another point to remember is 
that it is a direct printing process, 
the image in ink is transferred di- 
rectly from the type to the paper. 
From this it follows that all char- 
acters must be cut in reverse in 
order that they will print the right 
way round. This fact still holds 
good today, although metal has 
replaced wood and machines have 
replaced handcraft. 

In the beginning, all illustrations 
were carved out of wood, and 
should you be in the fortunate po- 
sition to examine an old book, or 
better still, several of them, you 
will notice that the same illustra- 
tion is used time and again, and 
may even be used several times 
in one book. 

For hundreds of years men 
sought for an easier way to make 
illustrations, but it was not until 
Fox Talbot discovered a practical 
process to make possible photo- 
graphy that the printer was given 
the tool to achieve his end. So here 
once again we see the importance 
of chemistry in printing. 

To go into a detailed explanation 
of how to make a zinc etching or 
halftone is not the purpose of this 
article, nor is it the type of article 
the editor is prepared to publish. 
Nevertheless a nodding acquaint- 
ance with what happens in their 
manufacture might be of some in- 
terest. 

As in all other chemical pro- 
cesses, cleanliness plays a very im- 
portant part. Furthermore, the 
standard of purity of all ingredients 
used throughout the process is very 
high indeed, and that includes the 
equipment. 

There are two processes open to 
the operator. He can make a con- 
tinuous line (etching) or a line 
drawing as it is called such as in 
the case of the Australian Food 
stamps, or a picture from numer- 
ous dots spaced at regular inter- 
vals (halftone). (Either are called 
“‘cuts’’.) 

The big differences between the 
two are that a line drawing is a 
photograph of a drawing without 
using the medium of a screen, 
whereas a halftone can be either a 
photograph of a photograph, or a 
photograph of a drawing made with 
the aid of a screen. 

Referring back to the Australian 
Food set again, the artist drew the 
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The fact is that 














illustration in India ink on drawing 
paper. This drawing was at least 
four times the size of the finished 
stamp and may have been as much 
as eight times. This drawing was 
placed in the copy holder mounted 
before the camera, and after a 
critically sharp image had been ob- 
tained on the viewing glass an ex- 
posure was made onto a_ photo- 
graphic negative. The image on 
the negative was the size of the 
finished stamp. 

The reason why the drawing is 
always reduced to the required size 
from a large drawing is that in 
photography when reducing is done 
some of the smaller blemishes 
which might be in the original copy 
are covered up or made not notice- 
able. 

The negative image is then cast 
onto a sensitized zinc plate which 
when finished will be the printing 
plate. 

While zinc is here named as the 
metal used to produce the etched 
and halftone cuts, it is done for 
simplicity reasons only. Other 
metals such as copper, aluminum 
and magnesium, and plastics have 
been and are being used widely. 

I have seen plates made from all 
five substances. The plastic plate 
gives the largest press run before 
it has to be replaced because of 
wear. 

Letter-press printing compared 
with the other two processes, litho- 
graphy and intaglio, gives the 
shortest plate life. This is one rea- 
son why letter-press printing is un- 
popular for security printing. An- 
other reason is that letter-press 
printing is the easiest to forge as 
no two sets of plates are identical. 

When a mold is taken off the 
prepared form onto a special kind 
of paper matrice (called ‘‘mat’’), 
this mat which has to contain a 
certain moisture content is dried 
before a plate is cast from it. How- 
ever, it is not possible to dry it out 
completely so that when it is 
placed in the casting box and a 
mold or plate is cast by pouring 
metal on it having a temperature 
in the neighborhood of 635 degrees 
F., a shrinkage takes place. 

Should another be cast from the 
same mat, the second plate will 
shrink even more than the first 
one. This means that the di- 
mensions of each plate will differ. 
It is true that the measurements 
are taken in thousands of an inch, 
but the differences are there and 
they show up on color work, espe- 
cially in a small area such as @ 
stamp. 

Here is another aspect of the 
ease. The original form is sub- 
jected to tremendous pressure 
when the mat paper is placed upon

Every stamp collector likes to 
get obsolete commems on his mail 
and collectors are forever writing 
in asking where they can get face 
value lots for use on their ila- 
telic mail and perhaps even fill in 
a few blank spaces some years 
back. The opportunity comes along 
fairly often if one is willing to take 
$250 to $500 worth stripped from 
albums in the process of breaking 
up collections (a discount, bringing 
them below face, is even common- 
ly offered in such cases), but few 
collectors have that kind of folding 
money. 

I showed such letters of inquiry 
from several of you to Herman 
Herst Jr., the well-known Shrub 
Oak, New York dealer and Linn’s 
advertiser, the other day, and he 
said that he could and would gladly 
accomodate a very considerable 
number of my readers.. Seems that 
he recently took over a lot of mint 
postage running m the 1945 
Flags through the 3c Pulitzers and, 
while the parcel holds out, he’ll 
send you $2.50 face value working 
down from the top of the pile if you 
send him a Money Order for $2.50 
accompanied by a stamped, ad- 
dressed envelope. There'll be as 
much variety as possible.

But please play 
the game fair. DON’T ask for 
particular numbers—you can be 
sent only what’s available.

DON’T send pay- 
ment in stamps — use a Money 
Order as stated. In return, you'll 
get a nice lot of unhinged material, 
le to 5c denominations that will 
take care of your philatelic corres- 
pondence for many a day and may 
even fill in a few gaps for you. Pat 
will play fair with you, I assure you 
—there aren’t any strings to his of- 
fer and he A wie send you unsolic- 
ited approvals.

I’m all admiration for this thorough- 
ly delightful couple with whom we 
had the grandest visit!

There’s no doubt about it, the 
state revenue field has all that it 
takes—exquisite designs, beautiful 
printing, wide runs of denomina- 
tions, straight clean stuff with no 
wholesale-house inspired issues, 
a few errors and even counterfeits 
now and then!!

Soaking And Sorting Stamps 


There are two different techniques employed in the processes men- 
tioned in the heading of this editorial but they are so akin that one 
hardly ever does one without the other. Both seem to be big jobs for 
e@ome collectors, yet both are very simple matters that can be accom- 

we plished without too much trouble and need 
not be burdensome if done in the right 
manner. 

Perhaps it would be helpful to a lot of 
our readers if I would explain in detail just 
how I accomplish these two problems with 
very little effort. To do this one must con- 
sider each act individually as one has no 
relation to the other except that one na- 
turally follows the other. 

The first job therefore is to soak the 
stamps, after which they are ready for the 
sorting. Let me explain now that I am 
talking of soaking and sorting a large ac- 
cumulation or mixture and the remarks 
made here are concerning such a large mix- 
ture. If it is a matter of soaking just a 
few choice stamps then the process would 
be different. 

Before we moved to Florida we had in 

: sa ag ge aA Sidney a anf of large 
undry tubs. ave on several occasions 

GEORGE W. LINN filled one of these large tubs with luke warm 
water, then carried boxes full of current U. S. stamps to the tub and 
dumped them into the water, then with my hands I have pushed them 
down into the water until I had a tub full of stamps on paper, soaking. 
These were usually left for about 24 hours in the tubs. At some time 
during this period I might push the stamps down into the water again 
to insure all of them getting a good soaking. 

At the end of this period I would spread several thicknesses of 
newspaper or some pieces of heavy carton board on the floor of the 
cellar and then would lift the soaked stamps out of the tub in large 
handsful and pile them in big gobs on the paper. I made no effort to 
remove any paper or to spread the stamps out in any manner other 
than to lay the piles taken from the tub all over the paper on the floor, 
spreading as well as possible so that the pile was not over an inch or 
so in thickness. 

Next, I would wait a day or two for these stamps to dry out. Just 
how long this took depended on the weather and time of year. Usually 
after a couple days the stamps began drying out enough that some of 
them could be handled a bit. Pie is yf fon to start sorting the paper 
from the stamps while the pile is just a trifle damp. If this is done 
as you sort the paper from the stamps you can easily smooth out or 
remove the crease from any stamps that are folded. You will naturally 
find some that are creased or folded after such a careless way to soak 
and handle the stamps but the number thus mussed up is so small as 
to be trivial. 

As you separate the stamps from the paper you will find the stamps 
still a bit damp so lay them about in piles on an old newspaper and 
after a couple hours they will be dry enough to put in a box for future 
sorting. 

Next comes the question of sorting this mixture. Sorting a mixture 
is a big job, especially if there are thousands of stamps. I am speak- 
ing now of handling a mixture of U. S.stamps but believe that a mixture 
of foreign would work out in the same manner. 

I start by putting all the stamps of the same color in a pile. Thus 
I put the red stamps in one pile, blue in another etc. This breaks down 
into about six or eight piles of stamps which run to large numbers and 
then a few smaller piles of peculiar colors, or odd items of which there 
are just a few found in the mixture, such as a few foreign stamps which 
may have crept in or airmail stamps, special deliveries etc. 

After having the whole lot sorted as to color I then take the piles, 
a color at a time and sort that up into piles of each individual stamp. 
This may, look like a lot of sorting, but I find it is the quickest and 
easiest method. By sorting first by color, you then do your second 
sorting with a very limited number of separate piles which makes it 
much easier to sort and thus much faster. 

I hope that I have explained this matter so that all can under- 
stand it.and that it will be helpful to you who have made such a big 
task out of soaking and sorting a stamp mixture. 

There are of course always some stamps in most mixtures that do 
not stand a good soaking and if you have mixtures which contain such 
stamps you either have to figure on sacrificing such stamps or picking 
them out of your mixture before soaking. 


New Stamps For Fifty Four 


The year just past brought us more than a dozen new stamps and 
we can look forward to 1954 with the belief that the number will be 
even larger. Certainly if we get the new issue that is being talked about 
1954 will far surpass 1953 in the number of new stamps. 

Already many movements are on foot for new stamps to com- 
memorate this or that. Perhaps one of the chief claimants for a com- 
memorative stamp will be the 300th anniversary of the founding of the 
first Jewish congregation and synagogue in New York City in 1654. 
Issues of other stamps such as the Walloons, the Swedes and Finns etc. 
get a precedent which will make it impractical to refuse the issue of 
a and we can look forward to a stamp honoring Jewry in 

Another stamp for the National Education Association is being 
asked for as well as a stamp honoring Benjamin Franklin Goodrich, 
Akron Industrialist and Rubber producer. Certainly a name worthy of 
honor and fitting to be classed among the Famous Americans who have 
previously been honored on our stamps.

Postal Official 
On Study Tour 


T. N. Mehta, stamp officer of 
the Posts and Telegraph Admin- 
istration of India, has embarked on 
a study tour of post office depart- 
ments in various nations. He will 
study systems, and of interest to 
the stamp collecting fraternity, 
methods for better stamp designs, 
and service to collectors. 

Before embarking, Mr. Mehta re- 
vealed that at the moment but one 
issue of commemorative stamps is 
a certainty from India. Of from 
four to six denominations, it will 
mark the centenary of the first 
postage stamps of his country. 1954 
is the centenary year of this event. 

Also forecast is a miniature sheet 
with postal validity, and commemo- 
rative postal stationery all to mark 
the 100th birthday of the first In- 
dian stamp. 

Under consideration is the re- 
placement of the Archaeological 
series with one having designs re- 
lating to health, agriculture, irri- 
gation projects and others. In 
view of suggestions made to popu- 
larize the Five Year Plan with

States’ Collection Of 
Commemorative Stamps 


It has no doubt occurred to a number of collectors of United States 
stamps that you could someday form a collection of say 48 different 
stamps to represent the present 48 states composing our nation, a stamp 
to each one of the states. 

Instead of waiting for a possible Statehood Commemorative for 
West Virginia that someone would propose to have issued ten years 
from now, — 1963, 
in 1953 might arrange : a number of commemorative stamps in a manner 
to give a representative show of our 48 states, 

At the same time, appreciating the historical value of ‘‘commems’”’ 

and enjoying the things of noteworthy United States history we might 
add to the 48 states’ stamps, two sets of four each to be linked with a 
fair show on a philatelic level. 

With this in mind, we add the 1950 Capital of the Nation Sesqui- 
centennial set of four, and also the set of four of Territorials, Alaska, 
Hawaii, Puerto Rico and Virgin Islands. 

With no crowding on album pages, this suggested arrangement of 
56 stamps can be placed on one dozen 8% x 11-inch album pages, with 
brief but sufficient notations against each stamp, and it would appear 
to be a very interesting sideline collection regardless of whether you 
choose unused or used stamps. 

Now, as to the selection of stamps, it is quite a remarkable thing 
that this showing of our rather recently issued ones can be entirely 
made up of commemoratives and that the majority can be chosen on 
the basis of Statehood; a few were clearly indicated to commemorate 
“Founding of Colony’ ” or “Settlement” or “Territory”’. 

Some of the twelve pages can be included on a temporary basis ; 

that is, when in 1962, Arizona has its own ‘‘commem”’ 
1940 issue can be replaced with the new Arizona stamp, and 1954, if 
there is a Kansas commemorative, we take out the Famous American 
William Allen White of Topeka 3-center and put in its place the new 
1954 Kansas issue, and so on with the representative stamps of other

it to obtain its impression. How- 
ever an exact reproduction is not 
obtained — every dot will not be 
represented, some might break 
under the strain — in other cases 
the hollows between the dots are 
not filled in by the mat paper, 
which leads to spots on the surface. 
Again when a cast is taken from 
the mat the metal does not make 
an exact reproduction. The non- 
printing areas may be shallower 
than previously and the dots of the 
cut will not be as sharp as the first

one. A magnifying glass is needed 
to spot such differences, but then 


the magnifying glass is one of the 
collector’s most important tools! 

However, even if we ignore the 
above variations between plates, 
which is dangerous, we still have 
to deal with problems peculiar to 
the machine room. Here we run 
into the problems of machine 
make-ready which are never identi- 
cal, and which means that every 
plate differs from its brother. This 
in turn means that the process is 
almost wide open to forgery. 

Furthermore, letter-press plates 
wear faster than the plates of other 
processes even if they are not 
chrome or nickle plated. Incident- 
ally, a nickle-plated plate has some 
weird and wonderful effects upon 
certain kinds of ink. 

To obtain more than 100,000 im- 
pressions from a letter-press plate 
is considered remarkable, This is 
in marked contrast to the life, mea- 
sured by the millions of impres- 
sions, obtained from the sister 
processes. 

The inks used in letter-press 
printing have the great advantage 
of being permanent, that is to say, 
they are color-fast and do not fade. 

Famous stamps printed by letter- 
press were the 1861 Cape of Good 
Hope triangles. These are known 
as wood blocks, but actually they 
are not, (Ed. Note:—The 1954 Scott 
Catalog, Vol I says of these stamps, 
“These stamps are called ‘wood 
blocks’. The plates were locally 
made and were composed of stereo- 
types mounted on w 

Actually wood blocks as under- 
stood in the trade are letters and 
illustrations carved out of wood and 
used for printing therefrom. No 
metal enters in whatsoever. 

In spite of the fact that the weak- 
ness of letter-press printing has 
been emphasized as viewed from a 
security angle, beautiful work can 
be done, 

For cheap, mass-production 
work, to be done in a hurry, and 
where time is a major considera- 
tion and color enters into the job, 
then letter-press is superior to its 
sister processes. But as these con- 
ditions are not normal when stamp 
printing is undertaken, letter-press 
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printing, generally speaking, is re 
vised for the above category 
work, 

Let it be said in conclusion that 
where time and money are no ob- 
ject then letter-press printing, using 
the best of everything is probably 
the best process to use, but very 
few firms can afford to indulge ia 
such luxuries.

the bishops of Catholic dioceses, 
are provided with official stampe 
to prepay postage on their mais 

I have a small lot of Argem 
tine official covers, and except for 
the one already mentioned, 
are all of a large legal size 
of heavy white paper. They have 
imprinted on the front the name 
of the agency, institution or dio 
cese, as for example, ‘‘Obispado 
de San Luis Republica Argem 
tina’’, (Bishopic of San Luis), Above 
this inscription is the coat-of-arms 
of the diocese. 

All of these official covers thas 
I have except one, are regis- 
tered and the fee paid in official 
stamps. I suppose some of them 
exist with the face nearly cover 
ed with postage stamps. However 
the largest number of stamps on 
a cover that I have is a strip 
of six 5c ones, and the highest 
values are two and one 50 
in combination. 

The No-Peek envelopes with col- 
ored tissue paper are off 
British origin, I concluded from a 
mixture of British stamps on pa- 
per I once had. In this lot about 
a fourth of the stamps had been 
torn from envelopes that had cok 
ored tissue paper lining. I remem, 
ber I soaked part of them with 
out first removing the tissue pa 
per, and the color in it ruined the 
stamps by staining them. 

This type of No-Peek envelope 
is or was used to some extent in 
Canada. However, I have no know- 
ledge of their sale and use in the 
U. S. Maybe I should have re 
stricted that to the mid-western 
section of the country where I live,

This is not a surprise to us and 
once again we feel that before any 
stamp is called a PRECANCEL, 
the definition as used in the U.S.A. 
should be applied to that stamp and 
it should not qualify if it does not 
bear the terms of a U.S.A. pre- 
cancel, 


WRITTEN DATEDS. 


It was not too long, when Dateds 
appeared in 1938, that there were 
specimens showing up with the 
DATING written in long hand. Al- 
though this perhaps does not meet 
the letter of the law as laid down 
for the use of DATED PRECAN- 
CELS it shows an effort is being 
made to comply. 

Several conditions could be 
thought of how these could come 
about. The user of Dated precan- 
cels must furnish his own dating 
devise and a recent applicant prob- 
ably could not have had time to set 
up a system to do the Dating. Most 
recent report is a usage from Chi- 
cago on the 8c narrow Bureau. My 
friend Marvin Albinak of Detroit 
shows me the specimen and says 
it was used in recent months. He 
asks if this is an odd practice. 

Yes it is but as I mentioned be- 
fore it was done almost from the 
start so is not new. Also I do not 
know of any collector who goes in 
for these stamps. It’s a cinch that 
one could not go to the extent of 
paying much money for any Writ- 
ten Dated or some one would soon 
put that collector in the poorhouse. 
Anyone with a good Fountain Pen 
and a little imagination could sure 
work wonders.
